With his partner, he leased some 
ground which showed this same 
black soil, mucked down into it 
with a small shaft, using, picks and 
shovels and a windlass, and struck 
oll. Thus Doheny became the dis- 
coverer of the great oil fields of 
Southern California, and set him- 
self on the road to the success of 
which he had dreamed. That first 
strike of oil was in the heart of the 
Los Angeles residence district. 

Before he could realize on his 
find, Doheny had to create a mar- 
ket. Crude oil in those days was 
not thought of as a fuel, and there 
were no oil-tank cars in the South- 
west to take his oil away for refin- 
ing. Here is where the Oliver Op- 


tic quality in his story is most evi- | 


dent. Having induced a few skep- 
tical people to install oil burners, 
he made a daily round of their 
houses with two or three barrels of 
crude oil in a cart. 

He would start out at 2 a. m., 
unload his fuel and get steam up 
for his customers. He gradually 
won converts, and definitely turned 
the corner toward his goal when he 
landed the contract to supply a new 
seven-story building with fuel oil 
for its new-fangled heating plant.

Attorney-General Says “Maxi- 
mum Number of Violations 
May Have Been Reached.” 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 
20-23 Wyatt Building. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 138.—Fig- 
ures showing the astounding in- 
crease in the number ef prohibition 


Cases clogging the Federal courts 
are contained in a report submitted 
to President Coolidge by Attorney- 
General Daugherty. 

Daugherty discussed the legal 
phases of enforcement during the 
four years the Volstead law has 
been effective, pointing out that 
from 2196 cases pending at the 
close og the fiscal year 1920 the 
number had increased to 23,052 at 
the close of the last year. Within 
the four-year period more than 
115,000 criminal cases arising un- 
der the prohibition act have been 
terminated. 

“This means,” the Attorney-Gen- 
eral reported, “that if the courts 
could have been in session every 
day during the four years, Sun- 
days and holidays included, it 
would have been necessary f@r 
them to dispose of an average of 
80 prohibition cases a day. Actual- 
ly they did not do this during the 
early months of enforcement, but 
during the last fiscal year they 
went beyond the general average 
and disposed of cases at the rate 
of 119 per day. 

Percentage of Convictions. 

“Of this greater number of cases 
which have been determined, 80 per 
cent, or 92,411, have resulted in 
| convictions and have brought in 
Dole tang in fines, or a monthly 
revenut of $327,641. If divided 
| Cqually among the convicted ones, 
it would give each a fine of $170. 

“The cases disposed of during 
the fiscal] year ended 1920 amount- 
ed to 69 per cent of the cases com- 
‘menced during that year. During 
the fiscal year ended 1921, the 
| dispositions amounted to 68 per 
cent of those commenced and 
pending; in 1922 they amounted to 
63 per cent, and in 1923 they 
amounted to 65 per cent. In spite 
of the increase in cases, the per- 
centages have remained practically 
the same throughout the four 
years. 

“Recent reports are even more 
encouraging. Instead of the con- 
| tinued increase in pending cases, 
| the latest reports show a slight 
_decrease. On Jan: 1, 1924. there 
| were 22,412 prohibition cases pend- 
ing on the criminal dockets, or 640 
| less than were pending on Jan. 30. 
The largest decrease in one dis- 
trict was reported by the Southern 
District of New York. On Jan. 30. 
1923, that district reported 2147 
cases pending, while six months 
later the number had decreased to 
1517. 

Work of Enforcement Intensive. 

“It may be that that maximum 
number of violations has already 
been reached. Whether or not true, 
will of course be shown by the re- 
ports for the coming months. How- 
ever that may be, the work of en- 
forcement has taken on an inten- 
sive, rather than extensive char- 
acter.” 

The Attorney-General expressed 
regret that there had been so many 
dismissed cases, most of which, he 
said, were dropped by United States 
attorneys for want of evidence. The 
number of dismissals increased 
greatly during the last six months, 
he added, because many United 
States attorneys were seeking to 
clear their dockets of old cases. 

Discussing the efforts to break 
up rum smuggling, Daugherty said 
'\it was hard to understand why 
there have been no seizures of boats 
in nine of the judicial districts 
having water fronts “when rumors 
of operation in their vicinities are 
heard frequently.”” Among these 
districts in which no boats were 
seized, the Attorney-General named 
Northern Illinois (Chicago), Mary- 
‘land (Baltimore), Southern Ala- 
bama (Mobile), and Maine (Port- 
land).

Elective Board to Head State Department of Education 


CONSTITUTION 


Amendment 15. oe 


Following is the eleventh of a series of explana 
tory articles on the proposed amendments to the 
Missouri Constitution, to be voted on Feb. 26. These 
articles are appearing from day to day in the Post- 
Dispatch. F

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 18. 

ISPLACEMENT of the present ex-officio State 
[) 200 of Education composed of the State 

Superintendent of Schools, Governor, Secre- 
tary of State and Attorney-General, by an elective 
board of six members, which would head the State 
Department of Education, is the principal aim of 
Amendment No. 15, which would revise Article XI 
of the Constitution. 

The State public school system now is directed 
largely by an elective State Superintendent of 
Schools, chosen every four years, just as are other 
State officers, the ex-officio board being very large- 
ly the tail to the kite, as it has little authority and 
devotes only a few hours now and then to the de- 
partment. Advocates of a State Board of Educa- 
tion strongly organized for the sole purpose of ad- 
ministering schools of the State, went to the Con- 
stitutional Convention urging creation of a board 
identical with that which administers the University 
of Missouti, appointive by the Governor. It was 
urged in behalf of such a plan that it made politics 
twice removed from the directing head, which with 
the university is the president. 

A Governor, however much he played politics 
with other branches of the State government, would 
use more conscience with the schools, they argued, 
even as State executives for the most part have not 
injected politics into the university. By appointing 
high-type men to the board theré would be reas- 


|onable assurance that a high class educator and 


executive would be chosen to direct the schools. 

Opponets of this plan, headed by Mrs. W. W./' 
Martin of Fayette, chairman of the convention’s 
Committee on Education, were insistent, however, 
upon retaining the present system of electing a 
Superintendent through the regular political mills 
of selection—party- primaries and general elec- 
tions. 

They asserted that as the schools of the State 
are that part of their public system nearest the 
hearts of the people, their management should be 
left as close to the voters as possible. 


Elective Board Plan a Compromise. | | 

After long and vigorous consideration, which at 
times became rather acrimonious, a compromise 
was reached—an elective board, members of which 
would appoint a Commissioner of Education cor- 
responding in duties and authorities to the present 
State Superintendent. 

This change has the approval of Charles A. Lee, 
the present State Superintendent, who is working 
for adoption of the amendment, and the State 
Teachers’ Association, which likewise ‘is conducting 
a fight for it. =, 

The teachers advocate the change because it will

At present only persons between 6 and 20 years 
of age are permitted to attend the public schools in 
this State. But this amendment would permit school 
districts to provide for the education of others, the 
thought behind this idea being the establishment of 
kindergarten for children and Americanization 
schools for persons who, because their childhood 


/ was spent int countries where education was in- 


accessible to them, or other reasons, had fafied to 
obtain mental training in their youth. Attendance 
at such schools could not be made compulsory, how- 
ever, it is believed. & 


Investment of School Funds. 


Changes also are offered in the class of invest- 
ments in which may be placed the school funds of 
the State and counties. At present the State school 
fund may be fnvested only in bonds of the State of 
Missouri and of the United States, while the amend- 
ment would permit it to go also in the bonds of 
Missouri counties. County school funds now may 
be loaned only on unencumbered .real estate of 
double the value of the loan, with personal security 
in addition. 

The amendment would permit them to be loaned 
on such real estate, without personal security, and 
would allow their investment also in bonds of the 
State of Missouri and of the United States. 

Under the Constitution of 1875 money from the 
public school fund may be appropriated only for 
the public schools and the University of Missouri, 
whereas under the amendment, appropriations from 
that fund could be made “for establishing and 
maintaining the public school and State educational 
institutions.”’ This would mean that needs of the 
State teachers’ colleges and other educational insti- 
tutions as well could be met from the money set 


aside for the schools, instead of from the general 
revenue, as at present. 

The last proposition is receiving the bitter oppo- 
sition of the State Federation of Labor as voiced by 
R. T. Wood of Springfield, president, who contends 
that money set aside for the schools ought to go to 
the common schools, and that the others should 
subsist, as at present, upon what they receive from 
the general revenue fund. 


Amendment No. 16. 

Corporations will be allowed to issue pre- 
ferred stock upon the consent. of holders of 
two-thirds of their stock and sell their securi- 
ties at such discounts as might be permitted 
by the Legislature if Amendment No. 16 to’ Ar- 
ticle XII of the Constitution, on ‘‘Corporations,”’ 
is adopted. 

At present corporations cannot issue preferred 
stock except by the consent of all of the holders 
of their stock. This provision, it is pointed out, 
frequently enables one or two stockholders to 
force their associates to buy at inflated prices, the 
stock of the one or two in order to complete trans- 
actions of considerable benefit to the corporation. 
The unanimous consent requirement “just provides 
unscrupulous individuals with the arms with which 
to commit holdups against their associates,’ one 
corporation attorney said. He argued that two- 
thirds is a sufficiently heavy margin of consent 
to require for the safety of minority stockholders, 
under most conditions. 

The present Constitution forbids the sale of 
stock or bonds of any corporation at less than par, 
but the provision has been violated with impunity 
for years, modern conditions of financing prac- 
tically forcing many large concerns to discount 
their bonds and stock to get money. The change 
would enable them legally to continue this prac- 
tice within limits to be fixed by the Legislature. 
Change in Railroad Regulation. 

Then, too, it is sought to replace the long and 
short railroad haul regulation of the present Con- 
stitution with that included in the regulations of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

The present provision is that “It shall not be 
lawful in this State for any railroad company to 
charge*for freight or passengers a greater amount 
for the transportation of the same for a less dis- 
tance than the amount charged for any greater 
distance.”” The amendment would make it un- 
lawful for a railroad to receive “any greater com- 
pensation In the aggregate for the transportation 
of passengers or like kind of property for a shorter 
than for a longer distance over the same line in 
the same direction, the shorter being included in 
the longer distance, or to charge any greater com- 
pensation as a through rate than the aggregate 
of the intermediate rates, but excursion and com- 
mutation tickets may be issued at special rates.”’ 

For example, the Missouri Pacific Railroad can- 
not make any cheaper freight rates to factories 
for a five-mile haul in the industrial districts sur- 
rounding St. Louis and Kansas City, than it 
makes, for instance, to a patron in Central Mis- 
sourt with a seven or eight mile haul to Sedalia 
on the same kind of freight, although both the 
road and the State might be benefited by the up- 
building of the factory districts. 

Under the change, the cheaper rates could be 
offered, except that longer hauls in the same 4dl- 
rection, of which those cheaper-rate hauls were a 
part, would have to have the benefit of the cut. 

The alteration was proposed by 8. C. Bates of 
Springfield, a delegate, who is prominently con- 
nected with the traffic affairs of a number of 
large shippers. 

This amendment is opposed by the State Fed- 
eration of Labor on the ground that it discrim- 
tnates in favor of big business. 


Amendment No. 17—Military Affairs. 

That section of Article XIII of the State Con- 
stitution which would permit conscientious objec- 
tors to pay the financial equivalent of service in 
the State militia in lieu of such service would be 
stricken out by proposed Amendment No. 17. 

This amendment also would leave to the Legis- 
lature determination of whether the Adjutant- 
General and other general officers of the National 
Guard should be elected or appointed. 

Further, it would permit the organization of 
“such other branches of the military service as 
may be provided by military regulations,”” which 
means that in addition to the infantry, cavalry 
and artillery provided for under the present Con- 
stitution, the State could have units of antiair- 
craft, engineers and other troops to meet the 
necessities of modern warfare. 

Both of these changes are said to be acceptable 
to the friends of the National Guard, although 
some objection to the first change has been heard 
from persons who believe the right to exemption 
of persons with religious scruples against milt 
tary service should be preserved in the same 
status as formerly, The convention decided, how- 
ever, that the lessons of the recent war made the 
change advisable.

BREAD PROFTTEERING 

A report by the People’s Legislative Service has 
been put imto the hands of Senator La Follette 
and other Progressive Congressmen charging that 
a “colossal bread trust is impending’’ and that the 
American people are paying $1,000,000 a day too, 
much for the staff of life. 

Bread is one of those products which enjored 
the usual price inflation during the war and. like 
laundry service, has never been deflated. The 
farmer is getting less than half of war prices for 
his wheat, and flour has been reduced by approxi- 
mately the same ratio. From 10 and 12 cents per 
pound loaf during the war bread has fallen only 
to 9 cents. The above mentioned report sars that 
bread on the basis of present wheat prices should 
sell for 5 cents a pound and is actugily selling in 
England. made from American flour. at 4 cents’

A drop in flour re- 
duced the cost $1.07, leaving a net advance of 18 
cents. On the strength of this increase $10 was 
added to the wholesale price of 1000 loaves and 
$20 to $390 to the retail price.

Nothing in man is as casual as nature. 


Her one desire is to popu- 


late the earth; and if man were governed by his instincts alone, noth- 


ing would please her better. 


For man himself she would seem to 


have no other use whatever, and instead of rewarding him for his 
ecomplaisance she has, from the time when he first stood on his hind 
legs, some 500,000 years ago, treated him with ruthless indifference. 


Whether he was devoured by the monstrous 


wild beasts whose 


patched remains are exhibited in our museums of natural history, or 
failed to snatch substance from the inhospitable soil of the ice ages, 
was a matter of profound indifference to her so long as he reproduced 
himself; to starve and be annihilated again. 


History and Barn Yard Talk. 


The imagination reels when it tries to invoke a vision of the bil- 
lions of men since the first Neanderthal that have lived and died 
lived and died, nothing more. Stone battle-axes, flints, spears net. 
tery and a few megaliths—that is their record for 900,000 years 
Even the names of great artists of the Cro-Magnon era are unknown, 


probably were in their own time. 

Emerging from pre-history into 
the classic era, once more the 
masses merely reproduced them- 
selves, ate and drank, fought and 
died. What is history? A few 
great names and a vague picture 
of masses that have left no more 
trace of themselves than the 
beasts of the forest or the barn- 
yard fowls.

and many beneficent laws which 
for long periods, at least, per- 
mit whole peoples to live not 
only at peace with their neigh- 
bors but with all nations within 
the pale of international law. But 
in his sex life he is still the slave 
of nature, in spite of his number- 
ous laws for the protection of 
society against his more uncov- 
ernable impulses. 
Diseases of Social Order. 
Mann laws and divorce laws, 
houses of refuge for giris and in- 
stitutions for dangerous boys 
are manifestations of disease in 
the social order that wise peo- 
ple are trying to correct in a 
measure by enforcing laws provid- 
ing for the sterilization of morons, 
for eugenics, and birth-control. 
The worst diseases of the so- 
cial order may in time be eradi- 
cated by the passage of such 
laws, but those reforms have less 
to do with human happiness than 
the foresight of man in his own

Not only happiness 
but often success is dependent 
upon it. and yet so far man has 
not passed a single law to insure 
ts good fortune; his best achieve- 
ment has been to pass a law which 
enables the discontented to try it 
ascair—the makeshift divorce.

Young married women, obliged 
to do their own work—for which 
they have no scientific prepara- 
tion—often complain of feeling 
tired: They are probably suf- 
fering from temporary poverty of 
endocrine secretions, particular- 
ly of the thyroid gland. A visit 
to an intelligent physician would 
result in a renewal of these all- 
important secretions; and there 
is nothing that so discourages a 
young husband, working like a 
dog himself, as a woman who is 
always tired. In these advanced 
days there is no excuse for it. 

Of course this training of girls 
must begin in the home. Every 


/child should be compelled to take 


care of her own room, and, as she 


grows older, help a little in the_ 


kitchen and about the house gen- 
erally. But this is merely by way 
of contracting one of the many 
good habits that all intelligent 
and conscientious, mothers incul- 
cate. Studies must not be inter- 
fered with, nor, what is equally 
important, the hours for play. But 
the curriculum of the last year 
of High School should embrace a 
course in general housekeeping on 
the most scientific lines. 
Diet and Decoration. 

Good restaurant cooks should 

come at least once a week and 


criticise the culinary attempts of 
scholars, who meanwhile are 
studying under graduate teach- 
ers of the art. And there should 
be lectures at least twice a month 
on the scientific values of foods 
and the proper admixture of ca- 
lories and proteins, acids and 
starches, in the daily diet. 

Then there would be no more 
heaviness after meals, one of the 
contributing causes to the dull- 
ness of domestic life, and no more 
dyspepsia, which has broken up 
as many homes as infidelity. Ifit 
is impossible to extend the curri- 
culum of the High School any 
farther, then the State should 
build and endow such _ schools, 
and all girls of every class be 


' compelled to attend by law. 


One of the most important 
studies fmcluded in this course 
should be the art of decoration. 
Nothing conduces more to love of 
the home, both in the husbdand 
and children, than harmony of 
line and color. Houses that are 
a mess of color and inappropriate 
furniture cause a suDtle discon- 
tent, for the sense of beauty is 
existent in the most inarticulate, 
and men are often drawn to some 
predatery female as much by the 
charming room in which she re- 
ceives him as by his own preda- 
tory instincts. 

Value of Money and Health.
